The .statement said 22 units received 
Uie message, which came on a Sunday 
morning, the last day of Nixon’s China 
trip. 

‘‘The gist of the message was that 


the President had been assassinated 
arid that World AAr III had been de- 
clared by nte vice president,’’ the 
statement said. 

“The mo'.snge was immediately rec- 
ognized a? spurious at the district of- 
hce <ir, New Orleans!, verified, and 
the units on the net de-alerted 

“IN VIEW OK the seriousness of 
sending unauthorized messages of any 
nature on Coast Guard information cir- 
cuits, the statement said, an investi- 
gation was launched to identify the 
perpetrator. 

“As a result of this inexplicable, ad- 
mitted behavior of committing such a 
grave offense, the man is presently 
‘Wtergoirtg medical evaluation. 

* if An investigation as required by 
the- uniform code of military justice is 
ali»v being conducted prior to initiating 
any charges.” 

No further details were given. 
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
